JUSTIFYING THE MEASURE. 


TWO APPEALS TO TH E INTER- STATE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION 


Brine Out in Klucldatlon of W hat That 
Aet 1« 
Intended to 
Cov er—W ith a 
Broad* H int ae to the Conduct of the 
R a il* a y i—And a Defenne of the Neces­ 
sity and Value of the Law. 


W ashington City, April 79. -The inter­ 
state commerce commission is the busiest 
body of men iu the United States a t this 
present time. 
It is a bureau of useful In­ 
formation reg arding the railway problems 
which hav e sprung up in front of the new 
law, and its tables g roan with appeals for in- 
struction and relief from all parts of the 
country . 
Monday the commission made public a 
document which they state is the most im­ 
portant y et issued by them bearing u p o n 
per­ 
tain clauses of the inter-state law. The doc­ 
ument, while g enorally applicable, is in re­ 
ply to petitions of the “ Order of Railway 
Conductors,” and the “ Traders’ and Trav ­ 
ers’ union.” Those association* ask: 
Are 
railway companies prohibited from issuing 
free transportation to the immediate families 
of employ e* of their own railway s; fro m issu ­ 
ing free or railway transportation to o ffi­ 
cer* of associations composed ex clu siv ely 
of 
railway emp lo y es, while tho se oflieors are 
tem p o rarily out of railway serv ice, an « ! ex ­ 
clusiv ely employ ed by those asso ciatio n s; 
may railway companies issue p asses to em­ 
ploy es o f o ther railway s on the ap p licatio n 
of the emp lo y e, o r must such ap p licatio n 
co me fro m an oflicer of tho co mp an y by ’ 
which he is employ od; may railway co m­ 
panies issu e free or reduced tran sp o rtatio n

C h icago, April 10.—The body of Frederick 
Wlrth, whose 
mysterious disappearance 
about a month ago has been the subject of 
police investigation, and for the alleged 
murder of whom Jacob Kuebler was arrested 
and confined for some time, was discovered 
Monday morning in "Jack-knife slip," which 
is immediately in the rear of Shoensmaa’« 
packing-house, where Wirth was employed. 
While in the custody of the police Jacob 
Kuebler talked wildly about Wlrth having 
been thrown into the rhrer at the "Red 
bridge” on Archer avenue, and described the 
spot where the corpse could be found. 
The 
police made a search there, but instead of 
finding Wirth they brought to the surface 
the body of Peter Hansen, an old man living 
on Ashland avenue, who mysteriously disap« 
poared from his home about a month ago. 
No explanation of how Hansen came to his 
death has beeu made. 
A couple of weeks before the discovery of 
Hansen's body the mutilated trunk of a man 
was found in the canal at Lockport 
It was 
at once thought that this was Wirth’s body, 
and Mrs. Wirth went to Lockport for the 
purpose of viewing it. She failed to identify 
the body then, but last week went again to 
Lockport and said that she thought the re­ 
mains were her husband's. They were buried 
by her last Friday. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock Monday morning 
Louis Kendt, a foreman in C. A. PaHzor’s 
lumber yard, saw a corpse floating on the 
water and called the Peering street patrol- 
wagon. 
Lieut. Puffy of th< TTwonty- Second 
Street station was notified and ho had the 
body brought to his station, whore it was 
found to be that of Fred Wirth; this time 
without a doubt. 
He still woro the same 
clothes, boots, and cap he had on when he 
disappeared. 
Officer 
Mack 
opened 
the 
clothes over the breast, and there was a scar 
often spoken of. 
He had in his pockot a bill 
for goods pmv based at Turner’s packing­ 
house, the bib Dcitig made out in his name. 
His watch was still on his person and had 
stepped exactly at 8:10 o’clock. 
He was last 
teen at Hermann Kuebler’s house, 2037 Wal­ 
lace street, about 7:35 o’clock on the evening 
of March 4. 
From the station the body was taken to 
the residence, on Archer avenue, for the pur­ 
pose of having Mrs. Wirth identify it. She 
was not at homo, and the police left the 
corpse across tho street, at Schneider’s under­ 
taking establishment. 
Half an hqur later 
on Mrs. Wirth viewed the body, with ap­ 
parent deep emotion, and fully idontified it. 
Her appearanco was pitiable. 
The anxiety 
she has endured for six w&ks between the 
loss and probable murder of her husband and 
the appearanco of tho remains found at Lock­ 
port have almost driven her insane. 
It was 
partly on account of her sad condition that 
the Lockport remains wore exhumed last 
week and brought to this city to be buried. 
How Wirth or Jansen or the man whose 
body was found at Lockport came to their 
deaths is still as much of a mystery as ever, 
and tho police do not say they have even a 
ciue.

A n E n te rta in in g Account of I) r. J tinker*« 
Journey— Incident) « of the Trip. 
The natives of tho Uganda district lx*- 
lieve in a su premo being, bu t they do not 
worship Him, considering him so in­ 
finitely su perior that tho worship of in­ 
significant mortals wou ld not Ik* recog­ 
nized by Him; bu t they worship inferior 
deities, especially tho god of the lake, 
and on a voyage make libations to Him. 
They have also a god of war—in fact, 
they have their Ju piter, Neptu ne and 
Mai's. 
W arrior chiefs, too, who have 
died in battle are worshiped as demi­ 
gods. This is very mu ch like the Homeric 
mythology. 
Tho government of Uganda 
is based on the feu dal system. 
The chiefs 
own land and fu lfill the du ties of magis­ 
trates; bu t there is a right of appeal, and 
im portant eases come before a chief or 
chiefs of the highest order. 
The k i n g d o m 
is really a limited monarchy; it is gov­ 
erned by a cou ncil consisting of the king 
and some chiefs of the highest order, in­ 
clu ding the chief bu tler, baker, and, 
above all, the chef do cu isine, the cook. 
tV itiiou t tho sanction of these« au gu st 
personages the king can do nothing. 
W hen this parliament is dissolved—it sits 
for three months—the members, like ou r 
M. IVb, retire to their cou ntry scats. 
The king keeps an enormou s harem, and 
polygamy is an institu tion. 
Children and 
girls are sold for gu ns, ammu nition, etc. 
In 
tho cou rt 
there are dwarfs and 
bu ffoons, ;is there were at Eu ropean 
cou rts in the olden times. 
Baker writes that needles are in great 
demand—the natives being exceedingly 
clever tailors and fu rriers—a handsome 
girl may l>e 
pu rchased for 
thirteen 
needles, to be exchanged in Unyoro for 
an elephant tu sk, which wou ld bo worth 
£ 20 or £ 30 in England. 
In Unyoro 
there is an established valu e for a healthy 
you ng girl—su ch a person is equ al to a 
single elephant’s tu sk of the first class or 
a new shirt. 
Thu s a girl might be pu r­ 
chased for a shirt, and su bsequ ently ex­ 
changed for a largo elephant’s tu sk. 
♦Slavery is a national institu tion of tho 
cou ntry. 
In Unyoro the girls are pu r­ 
chased for variou s commodities, su ch as 
brass coil, bracelets, bark, clothes; cot­ 
ton, shirts, ivory, etc. 
The Unyoro 
cou ntry lies at the sou theast Lank of the 
A ltert Nyanza. 
* 
Dr. Ju nk er was allowed to proceed on 
his jou rney in a te a t belonging to the 
mission after he had made sou ic hand­ 
some presents to the king. 
This ol. ee is 
at the sou th of Victoria Nyanza. 
lie ro- 
mained here fou r days. 
Toward the 
sou thwest the Links lose tho appearance 
of fertility which they had on the north; 
and rocky hills withou t 
verdu re, or 
merely covered with stu nted mimosa or 
coarse grass, ru n to the margin o f the 
lake, where they end in naked rocks. In 
tho narrow bays formed hv these ridges 
are lu re 
and there villages nestling 
among banana groves. 
D . Ju nk er now got to Uku mhi. Here 
the hills r e c e d e again, and beds of a m - 
Latch are fou nd growing in the water. 
The natives constru ct boats from this 
weed, which is so extremely bu ovant that 
a boat ten feet long and fou r feet wide 
made of it will su pix)rt at least twelve 
men. 
The lowest i>omt at which this 
pithy weed is fou nd is abou t latitu de 12. 
Other j wilts of tho coast are often fringed 
with waterlilies, and the islands at tin* 
sou th of the lake are as beau tifu l as fairy­ 
land. 
It is an everchangingkaleidoscope 
—at one sjxit pu rple convolvu li and the 
gra wfu l papri abou nd, arou nd which in­ 
nu merable qu antities of water fowl of 
« very description hover and swim; while 
here and there hu ge hippopotami are seen 
flou ndering, and 
crockodiles 
basking 
where there happens to be sandbanks or 
grassy creeks. In the middle distance are 
seen plantain groves and grassy plains of 
a vivid emerald, while in the backgrou nd 
stand gigantic trees with branches twisted 
most fantastically. 
From Uku mhi Dr. 
Ju nk er went on to Ut Salu ki, where 
there is a chu rch mission station. Thence 
lie went with his porters and donkeys 
to Uyu i. 
Uvu i may almost lx* called a 
town. 
it is one of the largest col­ 
lections of hu ts in Africa. 
Ilero and 
there are places shaded by immense fig 
trees, under which the nativ es sit. 
This 
is a prosperous station. 
It is ten miles 
northeast from Tabora, the g reat center 
of Arab trade. 
The doctor then continued liis journey 
ov er the Ugodo country , throug h the 
Rubai pass to Mpwapwa. 
Mpwapwa 
lies on the western slopes of the Usag ara 
mountains, adjoining the v ast tract of

The Rev. Jonathan Crossett, who for 
seventeen years has lx*cn a missionary in 
China, says that one section of China is 
still u ntou ched by tho missionaries— the 
Mongols living to tho north and west. 
Tho Mongols go down to L o rn in Thibet 
as to a Mecca, and evidence can lx? fou nd 
among them of the teachings of the early 
Christians. 
They are the most tenaciou s 
as to their religion of any people whom 
he had ever met. 
Their deity is called 
Borhan, or “ light,” and their belief 
Lamnism—is fou nded u pon tenets held 
by all Christians. 
They observe one day 
in every seven, and althou gh they wor­ 
ship idols, they have ten commandments, 
and their system of morals is very high.

.Some I n te r e stin g f'nrl« C on cern in g th e 
G row th o f th e U n ited K in g d o m , 
An em inent British statistician. Mr. 
Mu lhall, has contribu ted some interesting 
information lately on the su bject of the 
grow th » tf th(3 United Kingdom, which 
contains, Tit th« * same time, many encou r­ 
aging and discou raging facts. Mr. Mu lhall 
finds, for instance, that while the popu la­ 
tion of the United Kingdom fe increasing 
only 12 per cent, per decade, its wealth 
in growing 22 jxr cent, du ring the same 
time, its trade 20, and its shipping 07 . 
In vital statistics it la shown that tlx* 
death 
rate is rapidly decreasing, that 
fewer children die and that people live to 
mu ch greater ago limn formerly. 
Bu t 
what particu larly strikes Mr. Mu lhall and 
alarms him for the fu tu re of Groat Brit­ 
ain is the fact that tho proportion of 
births to tho popu lation is steadily de­ 
creasing and has been decreasing for 
years. 
Births jx*r 1,000 of popu lation 
fell off abou t 5 1-2 per cent a year in the 
ix riod 18 8 1-8 5, os compared with 18 7 0- 
8 0, while tho marriage rate declined only 
1 1-2 ¡x*r cent. 
Mr. Mu lhall recognizes the fact that 
th« *se figu res “give grou nd for an appre­ 
hension of physical <ic« cadence, ” And calls 
u pon the British Medical association to 
make a rejx>rt u pon it at the next session. 
Exam ining the figu res by geographical 
divisions, he finds that the natu ral in­ 
crease in popu lation, or the excess of 
births over deaths, is nt the rate of 14.3 per 
1.000 inhabitants in England and Wall*« . 
13.9 in Scotland and only G.4 in Ireland. 
Tins is especially significant in view of 
th« » fact that marriages are not as child­ 
less in Ireland as in England, and more 
children are born to each m arriage; bu t 
on the other hand, the marriage rate in 
Ireland is now the lowest in the world, 
and steadily declining in const*» ju ence of 
the em igration of men and women in t t e 
prime of ILfo. 
The resu lt of this low 
birth rate is very u nfavorable to ite 
cou ntry, the decrease in I irlhs amou nt!nsr 
to o5.000 i>er year, as compared with the 
last decade. 
Su ch facts as theso are always alarm ­ 
ing. bu t a low I irtlt* rate seems to com» ' 
with civilization and wealth. 
France La- 
reached nearly a stationary position in n* 
gartl to popu lation, fin* nu mber of births 
being ju st su fficient to k« 
x>pu lation. 
New England 
reached 
that 
stat« *. and 
tion wou ld in nil prolxibility decline In' 
for immigrat ion, anil Mr. Mu ihalFsfigu n 
wou ld indicate that (Jreat Britain, w hich 
in the past jxmred forth millions of peon! 
t«5 colonize the world, is rapidly approach­ 
ing that condition of physical dccadenct* 
where the nu mber of births will lx* barelv 
su fficient to prevent a decline in thopopu 
lation 
of tho cou ntry.—New Orle; 
Ti rare- Democrat. 


D o B irds F ly Dow n? 
I see, in a back nu m ber of St. Nicholas, 
that one of you r you ng correspondents 
appeals partly to me in regard to birds 
flying down. 
Bu t all w ho lmvo written 
seem h o well posted that I dou bt if I can 
add anything to their knowledge. 
However. I have seen California qu ail, 
a wood dove and a hu m m ing bird flying 
downward; 
bu t in slow flyers, with 
large wings and heavy bodies, the wings 
nre u sed more <>r less as parachu tes in 
going down; in other words, tho birds 
spread their wing« and rely u pon gravity. 
This I have noticed in the sand hill 
cranes in their migrations along the 
Sierra Madras. 
A flock of say 100 will 
m ou nt u pward in a beau tifu l spiral, 
flashing in the su nlight, all the while 
u ttering lou d, discordant notes, u ntil 
they attain an altitu de of liearlv a mile 
above the sea level. 
Then they form in 
regu lar lines, and soar away at an angle 
that in five miles or so will bring th« in 
within 1,000 feet of the earth. 
Then 
they will stop and begin the spiral u p­ 
ward movement again u ntil a high eleva­ 
tion is reached, when away they go 
again, sliding down hill in the air, to­ 
ward their winter home. 
It is very evi­ 
dent that a vast am ou nt of mu scu lar 
exertion is saved in this w av. 
In some 
of these slides that I have watched 
throu gh n glass, binds wou ld pass from 
three to fou r miles, I shou ld ju dge, w ith­ 
ou t flapping the wings,—St. Nicholas.

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S u lp h u r in ill* Air. 
The qu antity of bu rnt su lphu r that 
escapes into the air ia very great. 
Seven 
and a half millions of tons of coal are 
annu ally consu med in London. 
Now, 
the average am ou nt of su lphu r in Eng­ 
lish coal is 1 1-4 ]x*r cent. 
That wou ld 
give 9 3,7 50 tons of su lphu r bu rn(*<l every 
year in London fires. 
If we consider 
that on an average twice tho qu antity of 
coal is consu med on a winter day that is 
consu med on a su mmer day, no less than 
347 tons of su lphu r are thrown into the 
atmosphere every w inter day in London. 
This is an alarm ing qu antity, qu ite su ffi­ 
cient to accou nt for the density of the 
fogs in that city. 
Bu t wou kl it lx« ad­ 
visable to diminish the escape of su lphu r 
from the chimneys? 
Is it not tetter to 
bear the ills” of the fogs than “ fly to 
others ’ which the absence of su lphu r 
might encou rage? 
Bu rned su lphu r is 
not an u nmitigated evil. 
Du ring the 
fogs the air is still and stagnant; there is 
no cu rrent to clear away the deadly 
jerms that are teing vomited into tlic* 
air from the pestilential hotbeds of the 
lowest slu ms. 
These death laden germs 
might t e more fatal in the propagation 
of the disease if the deodorizing and 
antiseptic properties of the su lphu r were 
not bu sy at work .—Boston Herald.
